V Meiningen; the i^th hom. ia.ndo and the Uth through 6th Sonderabteilungen in the 
Flieger ochule in Suhl; and the Ist, 2d, 3d, and 7th Sonderabteiluntren in the 
Gendarmerie Kaserne in Suhl. The VH) totaled 1,200 to 1,1+00 men. I I The kth 9SX1 
Kommando had 171 men. Its organization was like that of a Standard VPD.
